Town council plans to create a 
new procedural policy on the dis¬ 
posal of tow n land as a result of a 
court ruling which quashed the by¬ 
law allowingsaleofthc Habermehl 
House 

Didsbury Mayor Ray Lea said 
council accepted responsibility for 
the court’s decision and plans to 
formalize procedures to ensure it 
doesn't happen again 

“We still feel that we made a 
sound business decision, but not a 
sound political one,” Lea said at 
the last town council meeting 

Lea said the town will hire an 
appraiser to determine their own 
value for the property before de¬ 
ciding to begin repairs to the house. 

“ I'm not an appraiser but I think 
we will probably have a difficult 
time getting what (the appraiser) 
determines." he said “We have 
probably lost the 2 original buy¬ 
ers.” 

Lea said the home will likely be 
put to open tender 

Local RCMP will be asked to 
become more stringent in handing 
out by-law infraction tickets within 
town limits 

Mayor Ray Lea said he would 
like to see RCMP boost enforce¬ 
ment of parking by-laws and other 
traffic infractions in an effort to 
reduce belligerent violations of the 
law. 

“The RCMP have had a policy 
to try and keep things nice and 
casual in town, not to disturb the 
situation, but we have no income 
coming in to help offset (the cost of 
law enforcement in town),” Lea 
said. “And there are a few infrac¬ 
tions happening.” 

Lea said council plans to dis¬ 
cuss the possibility of changing 
their policy at the next meeting 
with the RCMP 

Didsbury s by-pass road, which 
passes both Reimer’s Concrete and 
Fceg'sPropane, will receive $4600 
in repairs this fall 

Town Councillor Gayle Veno 
said the need for repairs to the road 
is so serious, council is willing to 
take a cost overrun in their budget 
to pay for immediate work 

“This was an oversight in the 
budget and something that needs to 
be done before the frost sets in.” 
Veno said 

The $4600 price tag on the work 
will only cover materials Veno 
said the repair is only a temporary 
solution and council will soon be 
forced to consider complete recon¬ 
struction of the road. 


The recreation board will be 
preparing cost estimate on the con¬ 
struction of basketball courts for 
inclusion in next year’s budget. 

Tow n Counci 1 asked to rec board 
for the prices after land was do¬ 
nated by the Missionary Church for 
creation of the courts 

Council had considered adding 
courts to last year’s budget but 
decided against the move because 
of the cost. 

Town council will be writing a 
letter to CP Rail this week to com¬ 
plain about a 100 percent increase 
in rental for 2 parcels of land. 

The land, one west of the tracks 
on the north side of the main town 
intersection and one adjacent to the 
town shop, is rented by the town on 
a yearly basis Council recently 
received a letter from CPR noting 
the increase in rental fees to $500 
per year from $250. Administra¬ 
tive costs were cited as the reason 
for the increase. 

But Town Councillor Ed 
Vermunt said he felt the increase 
was out of line with the town’s use 
for the land 

‘ ‘After all we do maintain their 
lot and keep it clean I just feel the 
rate increase is exorbitant.” 

The town currently uses both 
parcels of land for parking. Be¬ 
sides paying the rental amount every 
year, the town also waives taxes on 
the land 

Didsbury will hire mechanical 
engineers to determine the heating 
needs of the arena before complet¬ 
ing an upgrade of the building’s 
system. 

Town Administrator Mike Sto¬ 
rey told town council a review of 
the heating needs should take place 
before proposals from 2 local 
plumbers are considered for up¬ 
grading the seating area heating 
system at the rink 

Council has been considering 
changingthc current overhead heat¬ 
ers at the arena to infra-red Storey 
said a mechanical engineer will 
determine the necessary size of the 
system and evaluate the plumbers’ 
proposals before any work begins. 

A request to change the zoning 
of land in the Rosebud Valley Park 
area has been rejected by town 
council. 

Council decided to keep the R2 
zoning designation despite a re¬ 
quest from a local resident to change 
it to Public Recreation The deci¬ 
sion came after consultation with 
other local residents and the Dids¬ 
bury Recreation Board. 

“The recreation board was 


frankly taken aback that council 
would consider rezoning the land 
to recreation." said Town Council¬ 
lor Vance van Dam “They felt it 
was pure common sense that if the 
land is available, then we could get 
money in the coffers.” 

The request to rezone the area, 
situated north of the hospital. came 
from residents who claimed they 
purchased their homes on a verbal 
understanding that the land would 
remain a park But council felt it 
was unreasonable for town resi¬ 
dents to feel theirview would never 
be obstructed. 

“We have had some concern 
over a verbal commitment (that 
may have been made), but we can't 
make a decision to never build in 
that area,” Didsbury Mayor Ray 
Lea said “We can’t predict what 
might happen 20 or 100 years from 
now.” 

But while council decided 
against rezoning. Lea said they have 
no plans to develop the area at this 
time 

“We feel we want to leave (the 
land)for futurcdevelopmcnt We’re 
just saying that we are not going to 
develop it right now At least that 
giv es people the option to make the 
decision to sell ifthey don't like the 
idea ” 

Town council will be taking 
money from their Main Street pro¬ 
gram to clean up trees in the dow n- 
town area 

The dcci sion to transfer t he funds 
to the pruni ng program came at the 
request ofTown Councillor Vance 
van Dam 

“A lot of those trees really need 
to be cleaned up.” he told other 
members of town council at their 
last meeting. “There are some com 
ccms about replacement ofthc trees 
in the downtown core as well and 
we hope to address that if the down¬ 
town rev italization is formed ” 

Town council has passed a non¬ 
smoking by-law which restricts 
smoking in town buildings 

The municipal library and the 
town office arc now off limits for 
those who want tolight up A policy 
to restrict smoking in certain areas 
of the Memorial Complex is under 
review by the Recreation Board 
and is expected to be added to the 
non-smoking by-law later this 
month. 

The by-law to restrict smoking 
came at the request of members of 
the town council, despite discour¬ 
agement from council’s adminis¬ 
trator Mike Storey Storey, a smoker 
himself, toldcouncil he was against 
implementation of any by-law 
which docs not allow for a smoking

School board takes on 


new division

The County of Mountain View 
School Board trustees voted last 
week to accept a merger with the 
Cranberry Hills School Division. 

The merger was part of a minis¬ 
terial order which has seen the 
merger of a majority of inactive 
school boards with larger 
neighboring boards 

Cranberry Hills, located on the 
western border of the county, has 
been sending students to Mountain 
View Schools for some time As a 
result, school board officials ex¬ 
pect very little w ill change w ith the 
official merger. 

“They have about 16 students 
approximately.’' said County Reeve 
John Grimstead “All of them are 
in Cremona except one: that stu¬ 
dent is in Sundre.” 

Under the merger agreement. 


the county will get the school dis¬ 
trict’s assets along with the stu¬ 
dents. More detail on collection of 
taxes and voter input in the Moun¬ 
tain View School Board are ex¬ 
pected later. 

‘ ‘ We have received no direction 
at all on how representation is to 
proceed.” said County Commis¬ 
sioner Herman Epp. “My under¬ 
standing is Mountain View is the 
only jurisdiction involved in this 
kind of amalgamation (w here the 
division merged is outside munici¬ 
pal boundaries) It makes it diffi¬ 
cult to determine how representa¬ 
tion is going to be solved ” 

Mergers between active and in¬ 
active school boards has been tak¬ 
ing place around the province since 
the provincial education depart¬ 
ment ordered the amalgamations 
earlier this year The government 
expects to save $1.3 million through 
the merger program. 


Relocation 

The cenotaph was lovingly reconstructed in its new home east of the hospital last week hy Hans 
and Bill of Pete Masonry. The pair had reconstructed the Didsbury cenotaph the last time it was 
moved to its home near the Memorial Complex in 19 75. The new location by the hospital is expected 
to give it better visibility. It was moved because ofthe construction of the pool and new curling rink.

It begins 

The process of door knocking, coffee clatch discussion of issues 
and personality conflicts begins again with the federal election 
underway. 

Now Wild Rose constituents must take the time to decide who or, 
at the least, which party they want to represent them over the next 4 
years. 

There arc three candidates to choose from, and by most accounts, 
the decision will not be an easy one 

The incumbent Conservative candidate offers more of the same 
policies as the last 4 years; a situation most constituents have

Terry Fox was diagnosed with 
osteogenic sarcoma (bone cancer) 
in his right leg in 1977 His leg was 
amputated six inches above his 
knee. While in hospital, Terry was 
so overcome by the suffering of 
cancer patients that he decided to 
run across Canada to raise funds 
for cancer research His journey 
was called The Marathon of Hope 

Tory's Marathon of Hope took 
place in 1980 with Terry's simple 
objective of raising the awareness 
of all Canadians of the critical need 
to find a cure for cancer Terry's 
fierce determination resulted in his 
running 26 miles every'day for 143 
days. By February 1st. 1981 Ter¬ 
ry’s hope of raising $1 from every 
Canadian was realized - the Terry 
Fox Marathon of Hope fund to¬ 
talled $24.17 million A major 
milestone - over $100,000,000 
raised since 1980 - was achieved 
with the completion of the 1992 
Run All funds support innovative 
cancer research as determined by 
The National Cancer Institute of 
Canada (NCIC). We are told that 


this event is the largest single-day 
fund-raiser for cancer research in 
the world 

On May 26, 1988. The Terry 
Fox Run became a Trust, inde¬ 
pendent from The Canadian Can¬ 
cer Society, and received tax-ex¬ 
empt charitable registration as a 
public foundation under Section 
149.1 (1 )g of the Income Tax Act. 
The annual event will continue to 
be known as The Terry Fox Run; 
the structural organization is now 
known as The Terry Fox Founda¬ 
tion. 

The Terry Fox Foundation 
strives to maintain the heroic ef¬ 
forts and integrity that Terry Fox 
represented It is a grassroots or¬ 
ganization. It docs not allow any 
commercialization, nor docs it seek 
any government funding other than 
small amounts for part time help on 
a short time basis. 

The Foundation recognizes the 
duality of its mandate. Not only 
does it raise money for research but 
it also docs its best to tell the story 
of Terry Fox to school children so 
that their lives might be enriched 
by his example and inspired by his 
courage. 

The Terry Fox Foundation raises 
funds for use in innovative cancer 
research primarily through an an¬ 
nual event held every September

A draft of the Report on 
Alberta's Economic Future: To¬ 
ward 2000 Together makes it clear 
that education and training through¬ 
out life is critical to our ability to 
meet the challenge of a competi¬ 
tive global economy. This reality 
has combined with changing 
demographics to increase the need 
for more and varied learning op¬ 
portunities Adults of all ages need 
education and training as well as 
regula r up-gradi ng to meet the chal - 
lenge of a rapidly changing social 
and economic environment Moreo¬ 
ver. the 18-24 age group in the 
population is expected to grow sig¬ 
nificantly putting even greater 
demands for access at our institu¬ 
tions 


At the same time, funding for 
adult learning in Alberta is being 
constrained as the prov ince and the 
federal government move to ad¬ 
dress annual deficits and reduce 
the accumulated debt Additional 
funding by taxpayers can no longer 
be the answer to change; innova¬ 
tion will enable our adult learning 
systems to increase quality at re¬ 
duced cost. 

Adult Learning: Access 
Through Innovation will involve 
Albertans in discussions on the 
major issues facing adult educa¬ 
tion and training. We must give 
serious consideration to ways of 
increasing access to quality learn¬ 
ing opportunities, to ensuring that 
those opportunities arc responsive 
to the needs of students, and to 
achieve all of this in ways that arc 
affordable to taxpayers, students, 
employers and employees. 

This is your opportunity to be 
heard and to play a part in helping 
to dev clop a strategic plan for the 
future of adult learning in Alberta 
Your input is key to the quality of 
this process. 

I look forward to hearing your 
ideas over the coming months

The results are encour¬ 
aging and we feel the program has 
had. and will continue to have, an 
affect on the "night life" in Dids¬ 
bury. 

With their continued dedication, 
this group of volunteers will play a 
very important role in maintaining 
the way of life we all enjoy in our 
community. 


The NCIC is the sole beneficiary of 
the funds raised NCIC utilizes 
these funds for innovative cancer 
research seeking the secrets behind 
the early detection, treatment and 
cures for all cancers. 

The success of the 1992 event 
was made possible by the dedica¬ 
tion and hard work of thousands of 
volunteers who organized over 
3.000 run sites in Canada. Across 


the country over 500,000 partici¬ 
pants walked, jogged and biked in 
memory of Terry Fox to raise funds. 
Nine Terry Fox Run offices in 
Canada with 17 full-time employ¬ 
ees supported the magnificent work 
of the Organizers.

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Downpayment program extended 


Prime Minister Kim Campbell 
has announced a five-year exten¬ 
sion to the First Home Loan Insur¬ 
ance (FHLI) program, which per¬ 
mits homebuyers to purchase their 
first house with a dow npayment as 
low as five percent. 

"The government is pleased to 
extend the FHLI program for an 
additional five years Cher the last 
18 months, about 110.000 Cana¬ 
dian households have bought their 
first house w ith a federally-insured 
downpayment as low as five per¬ 
cent." said Paul Dick. Minister re¬ 
sponsible for Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation (CMHC). 

A recent survey of Canadians 
who bought a home with less than 
ten percent down showed that al¬ 


most 76.000 households would not 
have been able to purchase their 
home when they did without the 
FHLI program 

Of those who could have ap¬ 
plied more to the downpayment of 
their homes. 80 percent indicated 
that they used the extra funds for 
home-related improvements, ex¬ 
penses and fees 

"The program's popularity has 
greatly exceeded our original ex¬ 
pectations when it was introduced 
last year. It has increased accessi¬ 
bility to homeownership without 
added cost to government and has 
enabled more Canadians to invest 
in a home to build equity." Dick 
said 

As of August. 199.7. the FHLI 


program has generated $ 10 billion 
of residential activity in the hous¬ 
ing market across Canada The pro¬ 
gram will continue to expand ac¬ 
cess to homeownership while sup¬ 
porting economic growth and job 
creation within the residential con¬ 
struction sector, according to the 
Minister 

When introduced in February. 
1992. the two-year. First Home 
Loan Insurance program reduced 
the minimum ten percent 
downpayment requirement for fed¬ 
erally-insured mortgages to five 
percent for first-time homebuyers 
It was intended for people who 
could afford the monthly mortgage 
payments but had difficulty saving 
the minimum 10 percent 


Respondents to CMHC's survey 
said that a number of factors were 
instrumental in afTecting the tim¬ 
ing of their home purchase, the 
most important being mortgage 
rates, the availability of the FHLI 
program, home prices and borrow¬ 
ers' household incomes 

The FHLI activity represents 76 
percent of the total value of home¬ 


owner loans insured under the Na¬ 
tional Housing Act, by CMHC, 
during the same period 

CMHC figures show that house¬ 
holds buying a home with a five 
percent downpayment arc cautious 
in assuming mortgage debt and do 
not carry higher debt loads than 
regular CMHC business.

The yearly battle with the "flu 
bug” that troubles so many Canadi¬ 
ans each winter can be more than 
just a pest that makes you feel sick 
for a few days.

The "bug" is actually the very 
contagious influenza virus, which 
almost always attacks the lungs 
first, but'may spread to other parts 
of the body The sy mptoms may 
include high fever, headache, aches 
and pains, generalized weakness 
and cough The real dangers of this 
virus arc the complications which 
can develop as influenza leaves 
your body's defences weak and open 
to other infections Pneumonia is 
the most common complication 
Influenza and pneumonia account 
for 5.000 deaths each year in 
Canada, and put 70,000 people in 
the hospital 

Anyone can get influenza, but 
those at greater risk include: 

• anyone with chronic heart, 
lung or kidney disease 

• anyone with diabetes, cancer 
or anaemia 

• residents of nursing homes or

Church merger becomes official 


A new Canadian denomination 
- The Evangelical Missionary 
Church of Canada - came into be- 
ingon Friday. August 6.1993 when 
243 delegates from nine provinces 
of Canada voted unanimously to 
merge the former Missionary 
Church of Canada and the Evan¬ 
gelical Church in Canada into one 
new body 

The day before. 620 members 
and friendsof these two denomina¬ 
tions arrived on the campus of the 
University of Calgary for discus¬ 
sion and fellowship before the his¬ 
toric vote. 

The following Sunday. August 
8. over 1.600 people from 46 Evan¬ 
gelical churches (most of them in 
the west) and from 99 Missionary 
church congregations (three- 
fourths in the east) converged on 
the Jubilee Auditorium in north 
west Calgary to help celebrate this 
historic event. Reverend David 
Crouse. Western District Superin¬ 
tendent of the former Missionary 
Church of Canada, was elected as 
president of the newly formed de¬ 
nomination Dr JamcsFicld. (pres¬ 
ently on pastoral staff of the Cal¬ 
gary Centre Street Evangelical 
Church) wasclectcd vice-president. 
The Board of Directors consists of 
an equal number of pastors and 
laymen from both the cast and west 

The new denomination has com¬ 
mitted itself to evangelism, world 
missions, church planting and the 
training of Christian leaders both 


within the church and in everyday 
society. This is being done mainly 
by the denomination's two fully- 
accredited schools. Emmanuel Bi¬ 
ble College in Kitchener. Ontario, 
and Rocky Mountain College in 
Calgary. Alberta. They' haveacom- 
bined student bodv of over 400.

1993 production of the six major

The 19.1 million tonne estimate 
is the first estimate of this year's 
crop season, and compares to 1992 
production of 13.8 million tonnes 
and a ten year average production 
of 15.2 million tonnes If the 19 1 
million tonne estimate were to be 
realized, the 1993 crop would rank 
as the largest crop ever, displacing 
the record production of 18.0 mil¬ 
lion tonnes in 1986 

Alberta Pool's Crop Analyst 
JoAnnc Mecnts remains cautious 
about the high estimate "With very 


little of the crop actually in the 
bins, it's difficult to accurately es¬ 
timate yields." said Mecnts "Over 
the next few weeks we'll probably 
sec this estimate change somewhat 
to better reflect more accurate in¬ 
formation ." 

Yield estimates by crop as of 
August 30 arc listed below Factors 
such as frost, hail and disease could 
result in reductions to these esti¬ 
mates. Likewise, if the crops were 
to receive some warm, dry weather 
in the late stages of development, 
yields could increase.

Funding program to help farm 
diversity 


Charles Mayer. Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Minister and Minister 
for Small Communities and Rural 
Areas, has announced funding to 
encourage farm families to enhance 
family income through off-farm 
employment or the start-up of small 
businesses 

The Canadian Rural Opportuni¬ 
ties Initiative provides $25 million 
over three years for counselling, 
training and business development 
to assist farm families to increase 
and diversify their incomes In the 
past, similar assistance was avail¬ 
able only to producers leaving the 
farm to pursue new alternative job 
opportunities. 

The program will target fami¬ 
lies with below average incomes 
and farms not large enough --or not 


readily cxpandiblc — to provide a 
reasonable income from the farm 
alone. 

"The federal government is com¬ 
mitted to assisting producers in 
adapting to changing conditions." 
said Mavcr "This initiative will 
enable family members to take 
advantageof new opportunities that 
may exist in addition to the farm¬ 
ing operation " 

"This program fits the real needs 
of farm families It encourages 
people to stay in rural communities 
while increasing their skills and 
opportunities." the Minister added 
"This is an innovative way to help 
producers and to strengthen the 
economic base in rural Canada " 

The program was dev eloped by 
the federal government with input 


from provincial ministries, farm 
groups and other interested parties 
The federal government will work 
with the provinces to develop an 
effective delivery system 

To be eligible under the pro¬ 
gram. a minimum amount of farm 
sales, expected to be around 
$10,000. is required, and total farm 
and non-farm net income has to be 
under an estimated $30,000 cap. 
Besides funding, eligible farmers 
will also receive career, personal, 
business and legal counselling and 
training assistance 

Final details of the program are 
expected shortly, after discussions 
with the provinces and the federal 
labor department

"Billy Cochrane of ourtown has 
brought Alberta its first automo¬ 
bile.” reported the Calgary Eye 
Opener, then publishing from High 
River "High River is the pionccrof 
progress Okotoks still clings to the 
Red RiveY cart " 

That was August 3, 1903. 
Cochrane's auto was a steam-pow ¬ 
ered Locomobile with pressure of 
160 pounds, good for 12 horse¬ 
power and capable of 40 miles an 
hour on a good road It seated four 
and carried a tool box. a picnic 
basket, and a wicker accessory for 
stowing parasols. 

The following year Joe Morris 
of Edmonton saw an ad for a car in 
a Winnipeg new spaper Rushing to 
the CPR express office, he asked 
the agent what it would cost to 
bring the contraption to Edmonton 
by express "It will cost exactly 
$775 delivered to South Edmon¬ 
ton." the agent declared Morris 
stipulated he would meet his new 
purchase in Calgary to drive it 
through the streets there, then pay 
for reshipping it to Edmonton 
It seemed all the residents of 
Edmonton and Strathcona were on 
hand for its arrival Powered by a 
gasoline engine, it was painted 
bright red and mounted with two 
enormousbrass headlamps A crank 
stuck out halfway between the front 
and rear wheels 

Morrisjumped in and persuaded 
an onlooker to turn the crank One 
man did but immediately jumped 
back lest, as he said later, it should 
blow up Cranked again, the auto 
thundered forward On Jasper Av¬ 
enue. hundreds lined the sidewalks 
as the red monster, steam pouring 
from its hood, sped down the street 
at ten miles per hour A few horses 


milesan hour in tow nsand 20 in the 
country, except when passing a 
horse-draw n vehicle, when the limit 
was reduced to 10. Meeting a rig. 
the car was limited to five miles an 
hourand ifthc horses seemed fright¬ 
ened it must stop altogether. Cost 
of a driver’s license was $3. Each 
car was given a license number that 
had to be displayed. Alberta no 1 
being given to Joe Morris Alberta 
had 41 cars Bv 1910, 699 permits 
were issued 

The automobile soon gave no¬ 
tice of its future importance to Al¬ 
berta's economy Up to 1910 de¬ 
mand consistently outstripped sup¬ 
ply in the west People were find¬ 
ing that a car's upkeep was about 
the same as that for a team of 
horses. Soon mass production 
would transform the new technol¬ 
ogy from idle sport to vital neces¬ 
sity.

The first Edmonton-to-Calgary 
automobile trip was recorded in 
March of 1906. H W White of 
Calgary had bought a 29-horse¬ 
power Ford from Georges 
Corriveau in Edmonton, and the 
two set off at 10 a m one Saturday 
with Corriveau's son and G T. 
Lundy of Innisfail for the 200-mile 
trip down the Calgary Trail They 
arrived at 7 p m Sunday , having 
stopped in Red Deer overnight 

Reported the Calgary Herald: 
"The roads in many places were 
very rough and in one place the car 
ploughed through nearly twenty 
miles of snow The stretch from 
Lacombc to Red Deer was the best 
of the trip, the car hitting a clip of 
about forty miles an hour. When 
the party arrived in Calgary the car 
was uninjured and not the smallest 
part of its intricate make-up was 
missing " It had used twenty gal¬ 
lons of gasoline and a gallon of 
lubricating oil 

At thistime. motoring was more 
of a sport than a means of transpor¬ 
tation But when Alberta became a 
province, one of the first tasks of 
the legislators was to regulate its 
use and. incidentally, make a little 
money from it The Automobile 
Act of 1906 set the speed limit at 10
